Boston Jewish 


All-Day School 
Ready to Close

bBUSTON—Boston’s first attempt 
at establishment of a Jewish Par- 
ochial School was today revealed 
a iailure as only one pupil remain- 
ed in the classes which were op- 
ened by Kabbi J. M. Jacobson with 
the approval of the Boston School 
auchorities, 

Uriginaliy scheduled for last 
year, ard postponed until this win- 
ter, the ‘school finally opened with 
a iirst grade, instruction being of- 
fered in both required secular sub- 
jects and Jewish religion. It had 
been planned to extend the school 
by adding additional grades each 
year as promotions took place. 
Only one pupil now attends the 
school sessions. 

That Boston Jewry is not apath- 
etic to Jewish education, however, 
is revealed by the increase in en- 
rollment at the part-time Hebrew 
schools, which meet following reg- 
ular sessions of the public schools. 
An estimate by the Bureau of 
Jewish Education in Boston re- 
veals that there are about 1600 
pupils in Hebrew schools located in 
the vicinity of the proposed Jew- 
ish Parochial School, and_ all 
schools report rising registrations.

You will be shocked. 

I was shocked too. 

“Why should I be proud that I’m 
a Jew. No one else would be proud 
they were Jewish, unless they hap- 
pened to be born Jewish, and had 
no other alternative. It’s cost me 
chances at good jobs, and its os- 
tracised me.” 


He’s tall and Nordic looking, 
‘and very handsome in a strong 
way, for a Jew. And he played 
football at a school where foot- 
ball is four years in a prison camp 
and the university’s team loses 


about as often as it snows on the 
Fourth of July. 


And yet he’s very eager to join 
a newly-formed Zionist organiza- 
tion, “if the group will work and 
do something”. 


It is all very well to tell him 
of the contribution of the Jew to 
ethical monotheism, the fight of 
the Jew for social justice and 
peace, but these philosophic conten- 
tions make very poor substitutes 
for the disabilities, social and econ- 
omic, that confront him in his 
every-day life. 


But still I was shocked.

Jews of the United States, and the United 
States Government may rightly take offense 
at the professor’s loose phraseology. If Dr. 
Brodetsky actually meant doubtful, he sin- 
cerely believes that the position of U. S, Jews 
will either become manacing, as he describes the 
position of Austrian and Hungarian Jewry, or 
satisfactory as in the British Empire. 


Admittedly there is anti-Jewish ferment, just 
as there is anti-Catholic prejudice, in the United 
States. But to make the statement that there 
is an actual possibility that Jews will be relegat- 


ed to ecomonic, legal and social obloquy in the 
United States is distorting the picture. 

In behalf of Dr. Brodetsky, it must be said 
that probably the greatest portion of the news 
he reads about Jews in the United States, could 
be classified as bad news. The Pelleys, the Ed- 
mondsons, the Fritz Kuhns and the other anti- 
Semites must predominate in the news, Dr. 
Brodetsky reads, just as Sir Oswald Mosely, up 
until the last few months, outweighed other Jew- 
ish news from England, 

Events of the future may cast the situation 
of U. S. Jewry into the “doubtful” category, but 
in all fairness, today, it must be admitted the 
Jewish position in America is very satisfactory, 
and probably no less desirable than that of the 
Jewish population in any nation in the world. 





Lazaron Objects to Mass Meeting

Some things should be said about the meet- 
ing on Germany and the Jews, in Madison Square 
Garden, the other night. And they should be 
said by a Jew. They should be said to Jews and 
Christians. 

1 do not protest against the ideas expressed 
there. | concur in them unreservedly. But 1 
question the wisdom of the meeting under Jew- 
ish auspice's. I don’t see that it dia any good 
for Jews here or in Germany. I don’t believe 
its auspiced helped the liberal cause here. It 
didnt weaken the Nazi Government nor make 
any easier the hard road to maintenance of 
peace. 

‘he problems considered are not specifically 
Jewish. ‘They are no more Jewish than they are 
Protestant or Catholic. Holding the meeting 
under Jewish sponsorship tends to give the mis- 
leading impression that Nazi Germany is a threat 
to Jew's only. The fact that distinguished Chris- 
tians spoke and the fact that the entire prob- 
lem in all its aspects was pictured does not change 
the public impression that it was primarily a 
Jewish meeting for Jewish purpose. 

Furthermore, such a meeting imports a Ger- 
man conflict into the United States. It heedlessly 
involves the Government in its international re- 
lations. No matter how keenly we resent what 
is taking place in Germany, we think as Amer- 
icans. | abhor everything for which Nazi Ger- 
many stands. But, as an American citizen, I 
am not willing by act or utterance to do aught 
that would involve my country. I know 
press the opinion of the majority of American 
Jews scattered throughout this nation. One may 
seriously doubt the wisdom of a mass meeting 
such as this under any auspices, 

A great protest meeting is held against the 
Government of a country with which our nation 
is at peace. We abhor the tyranny that obtains 
there, a tyranny we all know is directed against 
fundamental rights. But we are at peace with 
that country. I would just as heartily condemn 
Roman Catholics who pressed for American in- 
tervention in Mexico or attempted to put our 
Government back of Franco’s Fascist insurgent 
rebellion against the Government in Spain, or 
Protestants who would urge our intervention in 
Canadian politics on behalf of their co-religion- 
ists in the Catholic province of Quebec. 

Aside from the excellent addresses before a 
thrilling crowd, what good was accomplished at 
Madison Square Garden that might not have 
been achieved in greater measure in other ways? 
Have the Jews of Germany. been helped? On 
the contrary. New weapons, just now sadly 
needed by the Nazis, have been put into their 
hands; weapons of incitement and propaganda 
have been presented to the enemies of Jews, 
Protestants and Catholics, to the enemies of de- 
mocracy. 

Has the position of Jews here been helped? 
Is the international situation bettered? Is the

American public any better informed? Are they 
any more resentful of Nazism? Is it not pos- 
sible that certain anti~Jewish and anti-democrat- 
ic or pro-Fascist groups here probably stand to 
gain from this meeting? 

it is seriously to be questioned whether we 
should fight Nazism with the weapons by vituper- 
ation and revenge which the Nazis themselves 
empioy. Also, American Protestants, Jews and 
Catnolics face a common challenge from Nazism 
anu the wisdom of placing undue emphasis upon 
the Jewish aspects is open to question, The 
menace of Nazism calls for a united front of 
Protestants, Catholics and Jews in which the 
emphasis shall be upon the fact that Hitlerism 
endangers western civilization and is of concern 
to Jews and Christians alike. 





NEXT YEAR—JERSUALEM THE REBUILT 
(Continued from last week) 

Even more patriarchal and ceremonious is the 
Seder of the Bokharan Jews. Roses and fragrant 
grasses fill the room. On the table are two flasks, 
in each a myrtle twig. Roses and other highly 
perfumed flowers are always used by the Bok- 
harans to decorate their holiday tables. 

Everyone sits on a low sofa piled high with 
pillows. The oldest male sits at the head of the 
table, and next comes the second oldest. The 
sequence is progressively downward according to 
the age, with the women at the foot of the table. 

As soon as the reciting of the Haggadah is 
begun the head of the house rises and grasps 
a staff. His wife hands him a package contain- 
ing a few matzohs. He throws them over his 
shoulder and proceeds to run back and forth 
across the house until he stops in a corner. 

The ‘smaller children approach him and ask: 

“Whence do you come?” 

“From Egypt,” he replies. 

“And where are you going?” they ask. 

“To Jerusalem.” 

After this conversation he sits down and the 
youngest person in the house asks the four ques- 
tions.

The Jews from Morocco finish the Seder with 
great haste and almost no ceremony. They are 
the poorest Jews in Jerusalem, most of them 
living in dark little hovels, lightless and airless. 
But for Passover everything is in apple-pie order, 
everyone clean and dressed up. They sit in 
patched garments and hold their Seder by gas¥ 
light. 

The Arab-Jewish tension hardly is allowed 
to interfere with Passover. But many Jews used 
to go to Nablus to see how the holiday is cele- 
brated by the picturesque and fast-dwindling 
community of Samaritans, who to this day bring 
the Passover ‘sacrifice to Mount Gerizim. But 
Nablus is an Arab center and one is not so anx- 
ious to travel there. 

Perhaps next year, in Jerusalem the rebuilt, 
it will be different. 


Freedom of the Press 


The Supreme Court Question and 
The Jew 


To The Editor: 

Lest we _ erroneously become 
aligned wth forces which do not 
represent our interests, this letter 
is herewith dedicated to rational 
thought. Dedicated to clear think- 
ing on a national question which 
has the varied groupings of society 
on their toes expounding, speech- 
ing and telling why the Supreme 
Court, should or should not be 
tampered with by the President. 
The barrage of words from every 
conceivable source has left the 
drums of our ears tingling and 
most of us in a state of confusion. 

The outcome of the Supreme 
Court question does have a bearing 
on us Jews in the United States, 
to a greater measure than is rea- 
lized. This, to some, may be fan- 
tastic and inconceivable—how a 
national question of such broad in- 
terest can possibly affect the fu- 
ture of the Jews in the United 
States. 

If the Supreme Court fight is 
won by the President, it will pro- 
mote the forces of progressivism, 
which will, as will be shown by the 
following, advance the welfare of 
American Jewry. 

If the case is decided against the 
President, the forces of intolerance 
will in effect get the “Go” sign, 
and in turn spur on the possibil- 
ity that the Jews will have to cope 
with a Fascist movement in the 
United States. 

The writer has carefully compil- 
ed most of the arguments which 
have been advanced by both sides; 
those for and against the Presi- 
dent’s Supreme Court proposal. It 
has been collected from newspap- 
ers, magazines, and speeches made 
by radio and at various meetings 
and debates. This matter is in- 
cluded to aid the reader to get a 
better picture of what the Supreme 
Court question amounts to. 

The classes largely supporting 
the President in his fight are lib- 
erals of various shades of opinion, 
political progressives, and labor 
groups. The arguments of these 
groups may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

1. The Court is already “pack4 
ed”—with former corporation 
and railroad lawyers of anti- 
labor and pro-corporation sym- 
pathies—and the proposal would 
only tend to unpack it. 

2. There is nothing unconstit- 
utional about the proposed mea4 
ure; precedent for such action 
has already been set notably dur- 
ing the administrations of Jack- 
son, Grant, and Lincoln. 

8. The President has been in 
conflict with the court and has 
had to take such measures to 
prevent it from ham-stringing 
the administration. This, how- 
ever, is democratic because of 
the overwhelming mandate given 
the administration in the elec- 
tions.

Prisons which do not get an 
allotment of matzoth from the 
government receive it from Jewish 
social service agencies, as the Jew- 
ish Board of Guardians in New 
York. Every Jewish inmate is al-~ 
lotted five pounds for the week. 

In some prisons, the men can 
get special packages from home on 
Passover. That makes it a real 
holiday. The prisoners look for- 
ward eagerly to the packages, and 
when they get them usually pool 
the delicacies and invite their 
friends to gala feast. They aren’t

For one thing be- 
cause of the special delicacies they 
get, and for another, because it 
gives them a chance to get togeth- 
er and talk. But there is some- 
thing more than that. The Seder 
is a tradition that most Jewish

It is on Passover, say many 
chaplains that men are reminded 
that they belong to a Jewish com- 
munity which is waiting to see 
them free themselves of the anti- 
social action and of the shame 
which they have brought upon their 
people. This recollection must 
mean something to many of them. 
At any rate, there are a smaller 
proportion of Jewish prisoners 
than among the general population. 
Jews, in a recent national survey, 
had two per cent of felonies; in 
the general population, the ratio 
was 3.5 per cent. 

Prisoner's, as a class, are not so 
tough as some suppose. Under the 
emotional influence of worship, 
‘with a cantor chanting the liturgy 
or a guest speaker telling them of 
‘religion, many have resolved to 
become free men and go straight. 

One Jewish ex-prison inmate 
wrote to the Jewish Board of 
Guardians: 

“T will never forget last year’s 
Seder services; it was the first 
itime I was to be away from my 
parents and I assure you that the| 
pangs of loneliness were more} 
‘prevalent in my ‘system than ever. | 
However, I was permitted to re-| 
ceive from my mother all food-| 
stuffs necessary for the Seder— 
the proverbial gefilte fish, chicken 
soup, chicken, eggs, bitter herbs | 
and matzoth.

ident’s proposal they say it is a 
Fascist measure. This, however, 


ignores the fact that both the | 


President and Congress are elec- 
ted by the people, and are re- 
sponsive to pressure, continually, 
from the people. On the other 
hand the Court is not democrat- 
ically elected; it is removed 
from all influence from the pub- 
lic, its power to veto its absolute 
and autocratic. The real dang- 
er of Fascism might more log- 
ically be sought, apparently, in 
the Court itself. 

The classes largely opposing the 


President’s prosopal are the con-| 


servatives and reactionaries whose 
vested interests are threatened by 
the New Deal and a progressive 
Congress; and confused liberals 
who argue either that the measure 
is a half-way measure and that 
there should be a constitutional 
amendment to curb the Court, or 
that the measure is a Fascist move 


and a genuine threat to liberty. | 


Their arguments may be sumarized 
thus: 


1. It is said that the measure 


* is an attack upon old age, (This 


is not a real charge, since every- 
one knows that Brandeis is prob- 
ably the greatest of the nine 
judges, and that the President 
would regret his _ resignation. 
The age question is apparently 
a convienent'§ stratagem on 
Roosevelt’s part.) 

2. It is said that the six new 
judges would be mere. rubber 
stamps for ihe President, and 
that this the independence of 
the judiciary would be under- 
mined and subjected to politics. 
Thus would be destroyed the 
great system of “checks and bal- 
ancds.” (his ignores the obvious 
fact that the Court’s power 
would remain the same, and that 
the new personal, although pre- 
sumably more liberal and sympa- 
thetic to social legislation, would 
not inevitably approve every act 
of Congress and the President.) 

3. It is ‘said that the move is 
a Fascist one, and that this is 
Roosevelt’s coup d’etat to seize 
power. Or at least that a more 
Fascist-minded ‘successor might 
take advantage of a dangerous 
precendent to take power. (This 
ignores the great danger to lib- 
erty in the Court itself, and the 
fact that Congress and the Pres- 
ident are responsive to pressure.) 

4. It is said that the proposal 
is a half-way measure and will 
not give assurance of progres- 
sivism; and ‘that for this reason 
there ought to be, instead, a con- 
stitutional amendment curbing 
the Court’s power. (Those who 
hold this more extreme position 
forget that many liberals and 
progressives do not yet approve 
a theoretical check on the Court

|to be clarified concerning the re-| 


lation of the Jewish people to this 
land other vital issues of the day. 
|First, what is the relation of the 
Jew to Fascism; and second, what 
‘is the tactic of the Jewish people 
|in the effort to prevent Fascism? 


Concerning the first point, four | 


|years of Nazi Germany have left 
\little doubt. Fascism is the organ- 
ized, tyrannical dictatorship of an- 
ti-liberal, and anti-democratic ele- 
jnsenits, a dictatorship driving to- 
{ward war in the international field 
and toward the crushing of demo- 
cratic forms of government. But 
why is the Jew in danger? Be- 
cause under Fascism the majority 
of the people of the nation must 
be whipped into a frenzy of hate 
toward “enemies” both inside and 
outside the country; otherwise they 
will not back a reactionary govern- 
ment in the drive to crush hostile 
opinion. Experience has taught 
the leaders of Fascism that no 
minority group in the world makes 


\a better scapegoat than the Jews; | 


|no other group lends itself more 
readily to hostile discrimination 
land persecution as an “enemy”. 

If these things are so, what is 
the proper tactic of the Jews in 
the effort to prevent Fascism? 
Many advance the argument that 
Jews ought to let well enough 
jalone; that aggresive liberalism 
|merely brings on the dreaded evil. 
|For this reason many Jews are op 
|posed to any change in the Sup- 
ireme Court. In other words, if 
no resistance is put up to reac- 
tionary measures either in govern- 
ment or industry, there will be no 
fear of social unrest on the part 
of the reactionaries and thus they 
will not be goaded into Fascism. 

This #s a very familiar but very 
mistaken notion. It is a static point 
of view, completely ignoring the 
dynamic realities of social and in- 
ternational development. It ignores 
ithe fact that because of what has 
already happened in Europe, the 
most reactionary elements in the 
United States are now mobilizing 
and will continue to mobilize until 
they are checked. There iis no 
strong radical movement in this 
country, and even the trade union 
movement, is weaker here than any- 
where else in the world. It is not 
because of any threat to the exist- 
ing social order that some of our 
industrialists have girded them- 
iselves against a progressive policy. 
It is because they admire and envy 
\the German Nazis for their suc- 
cess in crushing social betterment 
|brought about by social legislation;
